Guthrie. Ok.. Nov. 24.—What is to 
be the constitutional convention’s atti­ 
tude toward the questions of removal 
of Indian restrictions, sale of segrega­ 
ted surface lands and disposition of 
minerals, oils, gas and of timber lands 
of Indian Territory, was well defined in 
yesterday’s session. 
The presence of 
Judge J. Henry Shepard of South Mc­ 
Alester who has been touring the terri­ 
tory with the senatorial committee 
from Washington, brought for him an 
invitation to address the convention on 
the proposed segregated surface land 
, sale to actual settlers. Judge Shepard 
J spoke mainly as he did bef ere the senate 
committee at South McAlester, but 
more directly to the question of what 
the convention should do. 
Delegate R L Williams of Durant pre­ 
sented a resolution for appointment of 
a committee to prepare separate me­ 
morials covering the removal of re­ 
strictions, sale of segregated Lauds, oil, 
gas, mineral and timber lands. 
Delegate Boone Williams of Lehigh 
offered a memorial covering the surface 
land sale only, which drew from Dele­ 
gate Williams of Durant an expression 
that the memorialization should be 
more positive. 
“ The new state, 
asserted the Du­ 
rant man, “ should own every natural 
product of its lands which can be mon­ 
opolized, thus preventing timber, coal 
or gas monopolies. 
No. th e r e s no use 
relieving congress will ever take over 
the coal lands. 
Under such action 


would immediately pass to the common 
carriers of Indian Territory. 
Mr. Ledbetter of Ardmore joined in 
the belief that the state should own 
the natural products of the ground in 
the interest of the common schools. 
Delegate Harrison of Newberg explain­ 
ed that the tribal government had no 
objection to a settlement of the ques­ 
tion, provided it was definite and final. 
The convention adjourned until Mon­ 
day afternoon. 
The committee to draw the conven- 
1 tion’s memorials will not be announced 
1 until then. 
There is considerable interest in the 
appointment of the standing commit­ 
tees, but even no intimation has been 
given who the chairmen are to be. 
The Farmers* Union delegates in the 
convention held a caucus Thursday 
night. 
They served notice of opposi­ 
tion to the appointment of known cor­ 
poration representatives sitting as del­ 
egates to the convention on committees 
I to which would be referred matters af- i 
fee ting corporations of a public service J 
nature. 
President Murray was present.

stated that certain corporation repre­ 
sentatives were here on probation from 
their people and if they meant to give 
a square deal constitution they could 
offer no objection to being watched.

Last of the Mohicans, 101 Years Old, 
Now Wants to Die.

Exercise of the Franchise. 
Edward L. Thorudyke, writing on 
education, especially high school edu- 
'atnm. iii the Bookman, says a knowl­ 
edge of tho duties and privileges of 
the exercise of the franchise ought to 
oe one of the cardinal teachings of 
our high school. 
“The exercise of tho franchise,” ho 
tells us. “is no longer chiefly a mat­ 
ter of honesty and good-will and wis­ 
dom in choosing between two clear 
lines of party policy or between two 
sets of officials. 
It is a matter of 
more or less expert knowledge. 
“A future voter ought to know that 
for a city to give a traction company 
the use of its streets is identical with 
giving a neighbor the use of part of 
your house, wise or unwise, according 
to who the neighbor is and what he 
pays you; he ought to know that laws 
Jan do more against consumption than 
medicine can; he ought to believe that 
ane man's gain need not be others’ 
loss, as surely as he believes that two 
and two are not five; he ought to 
understand as clearly as he under­ 
stands addition that a man’s contribu­ 
tion to the world is to be measured by 
the number and worth of the wants he 
satisfies, and that a man’s cost to the 
world is to be measured by the depri­ 
vations he causes. 
Is it not silly to let 
the youth of the laud 
spend twelve 
years in school and at its close be 
unable, even though he wishes, to 
protect common property as well as 
his own, ignorant of the simplest rudi­ 
ments of public hygiene, possessed by 
the fallacy that what others have has 
been taken from him, and burdened 
with the superstition that a man gives 
to the world what he spends in it and 
takes from it the wealth he acquires. 
Is it not a calamity 
that although 
eight out 
of ten of our high school 
graduates will live in cities or city 
suburbs, there is apparently in no 
ligh school a course on municipal 
iroblems?”

Freelove Jackson, tho only real In­ 
dian in Worcester, and the “last of 
the Mohicans,” is 101 years old. Only 
the immediate friends of Miss Jack­ 
son and her niece, Mrs. Hester Brown 
Gardner, 6 Grand street, court, with 
whom Miss Jackson lives, were pres­ 
ent at the little observance of the 
day which was held. 
Miss Jackson 
was disappointed that she did not 
die on her on hundredth birthday, and 
has no desire to live. 
Miss Jackson 
has a romance connected with her 
life. 
When she was 17 years old she 
became engaged to an Indian, one of 
the Mohican tribe. 
Her motlier ob­ 
jected to the wedding, because she 
lid not want her daughter to marry 
a man with a roving disposition like 
an Indian’s. 
“You’ll never have a 
chance to break another match for 
me," she said to her mother, and she 
kept her word. 
She has been a member of 
the 
Methodist Episcopal church in Col­ 
chester, Conn., for 89 years. 
She has 
many peculiarities, one of which is 
her positive refusal to eat anything 
containing lard or pork. 
She thinks 
that all swine contain 
devils, and 
that it would be directly against the 
Bible to eat pork in any shape, form 
or manner. 
Miss Jackson was born in Franklin, 
Coun., October 5. 1805. 
She was tho 
second child of a family of ten. Her 
father was Anson Jackson, a 
pure 
blooded Spanish Indian. 
Her mother 
was Phileno Mexo, a Mohican. 
They 
were not roving Indians, and lived 
peaceably in Connecticut 
Her moth­ 
er lived to be 101 years old. 
She 
fell five years ago. breaking her hip, 
and as it never was set. she has 
been a cripple since that time. 
She 
has good eyesight, a good constitu­ 
tion, and yet she welcomes the day 
that will bring her life to a close.

“It is not pol­ 
icy for me to express my feelings, 
but I will say this, that it is not dirt 
that causes the smell; it is the tin 
foil wrappings, keeping

while it ages, which gives it this vir­ 
tue. 
“The smell of limburger cheese is 
necessary to make it good. The odor­ 
less limburger cheese would be noth­ 
ing but a tasteless mass of curds. 
In 
Its making the cheese 
is soft 
and 
after being salted it is dipped in brine 
ands wuey to permit it to make its 
own rind. 
After pressing it is set 
away for about four weeks and it 
than begins to take on some »>' the 
smell characteristic of the product. 
It is then wrapped in paper and tin 
foil to keep it airtight. 
Being kept 
from the air. it ages and ripens and 
its thin rind permits the smell to es­ 
cape.”

If Poland, in the distant past, had 
had some wise old Ben Franklin to 
give his colleagues sound advice as 
to the value of “all hanging together,” 
that unfortunate land, in the estimate 
of many historians, would have es­ 
caped many disasters.

power at one time. When at its great­ 
est, previous to 1660, it had an area 
of about 375,000 square miles and a 
population of about 15,000,000.

tended northward to the Baltic sea 
and the Gulf of Biga; 
westward

Brandenberg; southward to Hungary 
and nearly to the Crimea and eastward 
so as to include most of the valley of 
the Dnieper. This is just about equal

Michigan, Ohio,

Kentucky, 
Wisconsin 
and 
Minnesota. 
Poland 
reached from within 90 miles of Ber­

Before its final partition in 1795 the 
area of Poland had been reduced to 
94,164 square miles with a population 
of 4.500,000.

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PURPLE INK FROM CORNSTALKS 


The Velocity of Light. 
Light moves with the amazing vel­ 
ocity of 185,000 miles a second, a 
speed a million times as great as that 
af a rifle bullet. 
It would make the 
circuit of the earth’s circumference, at 
the equator, seven times in one beat 
of the pendulum. For a long time the 
light was thought to be instantaneous, 
but it is now known to have a meas­ 
urable velocity. 
The discovery was 
first made by means of the eclipses of 
Jupiter’s satellites. 
Jupiter, like tho 
earth, casts a shadow, and when his 
moons 
pass 
through 
it, 
they 
are 
eclipsed, just as our moon 13 eclipsed 
when 
passing 
through the earth’s 
shadow. 
Jupiter’s shadow far sur­ 
passes in magnitude that of the earth. 
His moon revolves around him more 
rapidly than our moon revolves around 
the earth, and their orbits are nearly 
in the plane of the planet’s orb.

sequently, says the Hesperian, they 
all. with the exception of the fourth 
and 
most 
distant 
satellite, 
pass 
through the planet’s shadow and are 
eclipsed at every revolution.

Nashville. Tonn.—David Anderson, 
a farmer of Poelton, 
just over

Davidson county line, in 
Cheatham 
county, is raising a crop of corn which 
promises much greater m o n e y returns 
than ordinary field corn. 
The yield 
in ears is equal to thai of any otlu r 
corn, and it is a swebt, excellent table 
corn. 
But the stalks appear at first 
glance to be covered with purple dye, 
and the sap is of the same dark hue. 
From one stalk as much as a pint and 
a half can be obtained, and the fluid 
makes a permanent writing ink, rich 
purple in color. 
Mr. Anderson 
has 
been experimenting for ten years in 
the endeavor to grow corn with dark 
purple sap, which could be converted 
cheaply into a good quality of ink, and 
he believes he has at last succeeded. 
He has a half-acre patch, the result 
of a decade of experimenting, and is 
confident that the ink will be a com-

Money Profit in Rose Growing. 
Rose growing for purposes of per­ 
fumery would seem to be a profitable 
pursuit in those lands of which the 
climate is suitable for this species of 
Intensified farming. 
It is calculated 
that on the third year after being 
planted a bush should produce about 
‘JOO flowers per square foot. 
As there 
are about 8.000 square feet in a hec­ 
tare, or about two and a half acres, 
this is equal, if a flower is estimated 
to weigh four grams, to about 6,400 
kilograms of flowers per acre. On the 
basis of eight decimeters of pure 
essence per kilogram of petals, this 
would give 5,120 kilograms of essence 
per hectare, which, at the very mod­

sources of the new state cannot possibly 
provide for trials it these thousands of 
cas s in addition to the mw ones that 
are being added to the court rockets 
constantly. 
There is little doubt that congress 
will come to the relief of the local 
courts so that these long-pending cases 
cai: be heard and justice administered. 
The crimes in these cases were com­ 
mitted against the United States gov­ 
ernment. and it appear! impassible 
that the government should shift this 
disagreeable inheritance to the state. 
It has been estimated, so the news re­ 
ports say. that

but these bare facts naturally create 
less respect for the lkw, and men of a 
criminal trend are more willing to taki 
chanchea since it appears to them that 
there is a possibility of their cases 
draging through the courts, until a 
number of witnesses are dead, or have 
disappeared, making the dismissal of 
the suit necessary.”

In the death of Judge Love is the 
passing of a picturesque figure. 
He 
was the oldest Chickasaw Indian and 
one of the most influential. 
For over 
half a century he was prominent in the 
tribes’s councils, having held at one time 
or another every office of the nation, 
save that of governor. 
He was speak­ 
er of the first house of representatives 
in 1855 after the tribe withdrawal 
from the Choctaws. 
The old sage of 
the Chickasaws was nearing his four 
score and ten, and leaves a large family 
of descendants.

While it is true that foreigners are 
admitted to West Point military acad­ 
emy as students only on application 
through official sources and by au­ 
thority of congress, it is true that a 
num ber of foreign countries have been 
invited by our government to desig­ 
nate officers of infantry, cavalry and 
artillery to take the courses of in­ 
struction at the service 
schools 
at 
Fort Leavenworth and Fort Riley, and 
these invitations have been accepted 
by Mexico and by several Central and 
South American states. 
In each instance of foreign cadets 
undergoing instruction at West Point 
and foreign officers receiving instruc­ 
tion 
at 
the 
infantry 
and cavalry 
school. Fort Leavenworth, and at the 
cavalry and field artillery school, Fort 
Riley, this government pays none of 
the expenses. 
Otherwise the cadets 
and officers are on the same footing 
as our own. 
At the United States military acad­ 
em y at W est Point there are four for­ 
eign cadets, A. R. Calvo, C 'sta Rico; 
Frutos Thomas Plaza. Ecuador; Ting 
Chia Chen 
and 
Ting 
Using 
Wen, 
China. 
Cadet Calvo is a member of 
the present second 
(junior) 
class, 
while the other young gentlemen are 
in the fourth (freshman) class, and it 
is interesting to know that the Chi­ 
nese are the first cadets ever received 
at West Point 
from 
that 
country. 
Lieut. Frugere. of tho French army, 
son of the late generalissimo, it at pres­ 
ent at Fort Leavenworth, but the gov­ 
ernment of Mexico has been granted 
permission to send two infantry offi­ 
cers to the infantry and cavalry school 
and four officers of the cavalry and 
artillery to the school of application 
for cavalry and field artillery at Fort 
Riley. 
The two infantry officers are 
Lieut. Jorga I .anda. Fifteenth battal­ 
ion. and Lieut.

The law providing for the

of Japanese cadets was

in 
l>6s. and it has been in effect repealed 
by the clause of the naval bill which 
provides that foreign cadets can be 
appointed only by act 
of 
congress 
hereafter. 


At the Culver summer naval school, 
on I*ake Maxinkunkee, 
in 
Indiana, 
there are five foreign 
cadets,

there and being educated at the ex­ 
pense of their respective governments.

to the United States, for all nations 
grant the same courtesy. At the great 
French school at St. Cyr and Sarmur 
m any foreign officers take 
courses. 
At Sandhurst, the British military col­ 
lege. there are always foreign stu­ 
dents, especially Chinese and Japan­ 
ese. 
The biographies of the men who 
led the Japanese armies to victory 
over the Russians show that most of 
them received a part of their training 
in foreign schools. 
The sending of foreign officers to 
our schools is merely a m atter of in­ 
ternational courtesy, and we are mere­ 
ly returning, in the case of France, a 
compliment that has at various times 
been paid to us by that country. 
In 
the case of the South American coun­ 
tries we are sim p ly extending to them 
what other countries extend to them. 
Rulers of nations and their minis­ 
ters feel that this intercourse with 
foreigners is good for their own offi- 
cers and cadets and that such courte­ 
sies tend in the long run toward amity 
and. consequently, toward peace.

Gen. Nelson A. Miles, 
retired.

W hat the organization stands for 
Is exemplified in its uniform, which 
is half blue and half gray. Among its 
membership are old campaigners for 
the union cause, as well as soldiers 
of the confederacy, although there 
are comparatively few veterans of 
the war of the rebellion to be found 
in its more than 200 camps. 
Few organizations have made such 
rapid advances as that winch 
have 
been attained in the last year 
by 
the United Spanish American W ar 
Veterans. 
In that brief period the 
order has nearly doubled its mem­ 
bership. 
It now enrolls 40,000 men 
in the United States. 
The depart­ 
m ent of New York, which 
is

strongest of the state organizations, 
has 4,000 members.

300,000 and 400,000 men from which 
to draw, the veterans will be able to 
attain a large membership within the 
next few’ years, according to the con­ 
fident predictions of the officers.
